It is said that the car from 
Baltimore was ordered to wait on the 
siding at Bests Gate, th«» station be­ 
yond Camp Parole, for the other car 
to pass. 
Why these orders were not 
carried out has not been ascertained.

The latter car­ 
ried few passengers, while the other 
was well filled. 
The impact was ter­ 
rific and both cars were wrecked, that 
bound for this city being throw'n from 
the rails. 
As quickly as possible aid 
was sent from here and tile dead and 
Injured were brought to this city. 
Of 
the injured, General Traffic Manager 
W. K. Slaughter of the Washington, 
Baltimore and Annapolis was in the 
worst condition, and his death a* any 
moment would not cause the physi­ 
cians surprise. 
Members of the train crew express 
the belief that the list of dead will in­ 
crease by one or two, perhaps more 
when daylight makes possible a thor­ 
ough inspection of the wrecked and 
twisted cars and the bushes near the 
track. 
The unidentified woman w’ho was 
killed is believed to be a Miss Harris 
of Philadelphia. 
She and several of

The wreck occurred on a curve, 
which prevented the motormen of the 
cars seeing more than a short distance 
ahead.

Packing Companies and Railroad Were 
Convicted of Rebating. 
Kansas City, June 6.—Three pack­ 
ing companies and one railroad com­ 
pany, convicted in 1906 of rebating and 
sentenced to pay fines aggregating 
$60,000, handed to the clerk of the 
United States court a check for the 
total amount of their fines, plus costs. 
Each of the fines was for $15,000. 
Those 
paid 
were 
Armour 
Packing 
company, Cudahy Packing company, 
Swift & Co. and the Chicago, Burling­ 
ton and Quincy railroad. 
The convictions were the first Im­ 
portant 
ones 
under 
the 
interstate 
com m erce law. 
The packers and the 
railroad company were convicted and 
fined in June, 1906, in the federal 
court at Kansas City. 
The judgments 
were affirmed in the United States su­ 
preme court. 
There is still a fine of equal amount 
unpaid 
against the Morris Packing 
company of this city.

of Hitchcock Causes Trouble. 


Chicago, June 6.—Without roll call 
the Republican national committee de­ 
cided the contests from Alabama and 
Arkansas, involving twenty-four seats 
In the Republican national convention, 
In favor of the delegates Instructed 
for Secretary Taft. 
The victory for 
the Taft forces was sweeping, not 
even a division being required to de­ 
termine the will of the committee. 
Contests from Florida, Georgia and 
Kentucky next will be heard, the to­ 
tal number of seats affected being 34. 
The proceedings would have been 
devoid of interest had It not been for 
an effort to prevent Frank H. Hitch­ 
cock, the Taft manager, and Arthur F. 
Stat ter, former assistant secretary of 
the treasury, and Charles G. Phelps 
of Washington, both assistants to Mr. 
Hitchcock, from sitting in judgment 
on 
the 
contests. 
These 
men 
held 
proxies of the members of the national 
committee from New Mexico, Alaska 
and North Dakota, respectively. Their 
entrance into the executive session of 
the national committee provoked Jo­ 
seph B. Bealing, United States attor­ 
ney 
for Hie district of Indiana, man­ 
ager for Vice President 
Fairbanks, 
and 
Representative 
James 
Francis 
Burke of Pennsylvania, who acts in a 
I similar capacity for Senator Knox, to 
make vehement protests trom the out- 
i side. 


Protest Reduced to Writing. 
After a hurried conference between 
representatives of all the anti-Taft 
forces, it was decided to reduce the 
protests to writing and have them pre­ 
sented to the committee before the 
contests were taken up. 
When this had been done the pro­ 
tests were sent to W. F. Aldrich, for­ 
merly a member of congress from Ala- ! 
bania, and one of the contesting dele­ 
gates at large from the Scott-David- 
son 
anti-Taft 
delegation 
from that 
state, who presented them to the com­ 
mittee. 
They recite the fact that Mr. 
Hitchcock is directly interested in the I 
j management of one of the candidates 
directly involved in the case, and 
"therefore disqualified to sit in judg­ 
ment” upon it. 
It also declared that , 
Mr. Hitchcock did not reside, and is 
not a qualified voter in the territory 
he claims to represent, and was not 
a regularly or properly chosen nation­ 
al committeeman from the territory, 
j 
The same representat ions were made 
in 
regard 
to 
Messrs. 
Statter 
and 
Phelps, except that they were termed 
"employes” instead of "managers” for 
one of the candidates. 
Debate on the question wras shut off 
by A. M. Stevenson, the member from 
Colorado, who promptly moved to lay 
the protest on Hie table. 
The motion 
carried. 
Tile Alabama contests, twen­ 
ty-two in all, were Glen taken up. 
The Alabama cases, by agreement 
of all parties concerned, were consoli­ 
dated and two hours were given to 
each side. 
It was regarded as the 
most important of all the contests, 
because of the fact that twenty-two 
delegates were involved, and it is first 
in the list of states that will be called 
in the convention w*hen nominatione 
are being made. 
The candidate secur­ 
ing the delegation from Alabama is 
sure to be the first placed in nomina­ 
tion, because the state, having no can­ 
didate of its own, always yields to 
that state presenting the candidate 
favored by Alabama. 


First to File Its Contest. 
The Scott-Davidson faction, being 
the first to file its contest, was given 
one and one half hours to open, the 
Thompson faction following with two 
hours, and the Scott-Davidson people 
closing in half an hour. 
The principal 
arguments in the opening for the 
Scott-Davidson people was made by 
Judge Asa E. Stratton of Montgomery, 
a leader of the anti-trust forces. 
He 
used almost all the time allotted to 
his side for the opening, although Mr. 
Aldrich and J. H. Manning, postmaster 
at Alexander, spoke briefly. 
The lat­ 
ter charged that the Taft convention 
had been controlled by federal office­ 
holders and directed from Washing­ 
ton. 
The Taft forces, under the general 
direction of Ormsbv McHarg of Wash­ 
ington, D. Ck. were represented by O. 
D. Street, William Fairley and N. H. 
Alexander, a colored man of Mont­ 
gomery. 
The 
legal 
argument 
was 
made by Mr. Street. 
All except members of the national 
committee were excluded from the 
room at 4:15 p. rn. and a few minutes 
later it was known that the Taft dele 
gates had been seated. 
The Arkansas contest, involving the 
two delegates from the Fifth congres­ 
sional district, was then taken up. 
Only half an hour was devoted to it, 
and the committee voted without a 
dissenting voice to seat the delega­ 
tion instructed for Secretary Taft.
